N.B. — In most of the Bills which T. F. has drawn during the last 
twenty years the phraseology and charges Lave been but slightly 
altered by the principals for whom he has been er;;aged, and the little 
trouble which is thus required to be taken by legal lirms in settling the 
Bills he has drawn convinces him that if the Profession had their 
Arream made up they would find it a great advantage as regards the 
loss of interest on the outstanding Bills, whilst it woidd at the same 
time be more satisfactory to clients, and it baa also this further 
advantage, that facts can be rememfbered which are lost sight of by 
delay, and imperfect bookkeeping.

PREFACE. 



Since the compiler published his last yolume of Law Costs 
several important changes have been made, more particularly 
with reference to Bankruptcy proceedings tmder the Act of 
1869, by virtue of which the scale of fees in Bankruptcy 
allowed on taxation have been altered. In addition to 
these alterations, an entirely new course of proceeding has 
been introduced under the head of Liquidation, which is one 
of the main provisions of the Act of 1869, and the practical 
working of that feature in the new law, since it came into 
operation, has already established the fact that Liqiddation 
according to its provisions has become general. 

Under these circumstances, the compiler has had much 
pleasure in complying with the request of several members 
of the profession to issue a new and revised edition of his 
" Law Costs Guida" 

Having, since the Act came into operation, been engaged 
in drawing a number of bills specially connected with cases 
in Liqiddation, the compiler has availed himself of the 
opportunity thus afforded him to prepare several Precedents, 
carefully drawn, which will be found in the following pages, 
and he confidently trusts that they will meet with the 
approbation of the Begistrars of the various courta^ ^ -^^W
